The House of the Fuyitve Slave is fits Castle. 


—Tt is tmdertfloorl that, on inquiry of the 
Marshitl, Judge Sprague hris intimated that 
;hc process for the arrest of n fugitive slave is 
n the nature of a civil process—that, in serv- 
ing it, an officer will not he justified in break- 
ing open the outer door of any dwelling house 
—that every dwelling house is the castle of 
its occupants*. This application of a familiar 
principle of the common law promises to give 
security to a certain extent to the unfortun- 
ate class of fugitives claimed as slaves. It 
must be born in mind, however, that this pro- 
tection is confined to the dwelling house where 
a peson aleeps, and not to his place of business. 
It is also confined to the outer door. If thin 
is left open, or if tho Marshall is admitted

G.vs FUOM WATER.—This great desider- 


atum has been found at last, though the means 
by which the gas is obtained from the water 
is rnoni expensive than tbe method which 
Professor P»yna was supposed to have dis- 
covered. The proprietors of the Astor House 
have been using this gas for the last two 
months 
The light, they inform us, is much 


superior to that obtained from the common 
•ras, with which the whole city is supplied, 
while the expense is less than one-half. 
The 


apparatus, which is set up in a small building 
at the rear of the hotel, is very simple in its 
construction; requiring only the attendance 
of two men, who, in seven hours, can turn of!' 
suflicient for twenty-four hours oon&umption. 
The following is as near as we could ascertain, 
the process by which thtf gas is produced: 
The water used in its manufacture is dis- 
chiirped from a can ill limited quantities, into 
a pipe passing through the retort. 
This re- 


tort is kept eon-itantly supplied with iron and 
charcoal, the intense heat from which, con- 
verts the water, in its passing through the 
pipe, into steam. 
The steam thus formed is 


amalgamated with liquid resin, of which there 
is always a large supply kept in a boiler 
placed immediately over the retort, so that the 
gas i* obtained .simply from the combination of 
steam generated in the manner described, and 
the liquid resin. The lolatile oil produced 
during the 
manufacturing process is dis- 


charged through a separate pipe into receiv- 
ing vessels. 
This oil is disposed of at half a 


dollar per barrel. 
The expense of the char- 


coal and iron consumed is very blight, and the 
amount of resin, required is about a barrel and 
a half. The apparatus was put up by the 
Union Gas Light Company, which has its 
head quarters in Jersey City. 
The stock of 


this company has been taken up and the pre- 
sent capital 'is about $500.000. 
The Presi- 


dent is Mr. George il. LXuiforth, nnd the Sec- 
retary Mr. Giddings. The whole ot Jersey 
City, it appe.irs, is to be lighted up with this 
gas, and the company h.is already entered in- 
to contracts for lighting several hotels in the 
diil'erent cities of the Union.—N. Y. Evening 
I'ost.
